German Reserves Repulsed 


In Red Drive To Wipe Out 


Huge Enemy Force

R ussian dispatches today report­ 
ed th at “the ring around the 16th 
German arm y is tightening” in the 
campaign of annihilation to rid 
the Staraya Russa area near Lake 
Ilmen of the invaders. 
The Russians declared they have 
defeated reserves which the Ger­ 
m ans are hurling into the flaming 
battle in an effort to prevent de­ 
struction of the smashed Nazi 16th 
army. 
One of the reserve units said to 
have been beaten when it attem p­ 
ted to break through to aid the 
trapped troops was identified as 
the 56th regim ent of the German 
Fifth division. 
Russian Fliers Active 
D ispatches from the front said 
Russian 
fliers 
and 
anti-aircraft 
guns are breaking up attem pts by 
the Germans to bring supplies into 
the Staraya Rusea area by trans­ 
port plane. 
W ith three divisions officially 
declared to have been smashed and 
12.000 men killed through initial 
operations, the arm y newspaper 
Red S tar said several additional 
German garrisons are being wiped 
out of the strategic communica­ 
tions zone 140 miles below Lenin­ 
grad. 
Berlin m ilitary quarters said 14.- 
000 Russians have been killed in 
fighting southw est of Lake Ilmen 
in the last four weeks, and while 
th is period was more than twice 
the 10-day span of battle outlined 
by the Russians. Soviet dispatches 
told of fierce resistance by Ger­ 
m an artillery, m ortar and machine 
gun crews. 
100,000 May Be Trapped 
Stockholm reports indicate 100,- 
000 Germans m ight be entrapped. 
A Russian pincers also was de­ 
clared in Stockholm to be closing 
upon the Moscow-Smolensk railway 
about 180 miles west of Moscow— 
w ith Soviet arm ies moving south 
from Dorogobuzhand south from 
Bely, bases 50 rn Hee ap art—in an 
encirclem ent of Germans clinging 
to the Rzhevvyazma area.

3 German Warships 
That Fled Trap Said 
Knocked Ort Of War

T ONDON, Feb. 26—The 26,000- 
L ton German battleships Scharn- 
horst and Gneisenau and the 10,000- 
ton cruiser Prinz Eugen appeared 
today, on the basis of official B rit­ 
ish announcements, to have been 
knocked out of the w ar for some 
tim e to come. 
At the same time. the admiralty 
announced today that a British 
subm arine bad made a successful 
attack on an enemy convoy of 
three supply ships in the M editer­ 
ranean. obtaining three torpedo 
hits. 
Further details were not 
disclosed. 
The two battleships which es­ 
caped from Brest, France, with the 
Prinz Eugene and ran a gauntlet 
of surface and aerial attack in 
Dover strait and the entrance to 
the North sea Feb. 13/ w ere dam ­ 
aged severely, it was said. 
One now lies in dry dock at 
Kiel and the other in the dockyard 
at W ilhelmshaven. 
Their present 
whereabout has been recorded by 
aerial reconnaissance, an official 
spokesman said. 
The Prinz Eugen—or at least a 
cruiser of her class—was attacked 
successfully by the British sub­ 
marine Trident off the Norwegian 
coast Feb. 23, an adm iralty com­ 
munique said. 
A torpedo bit was 
scored. 
“It seems probable th at the ship 
was the Prinz Eugen. in which 
case all the ships which escaped 
from B rest have been damaged,” 
the spokesman said. 
The adm iralty’s communique on 
the Trident’s attack on the cruiser, 
added that “it is possible that one 
of the destroyers escorting the 
enemy cruiser also was h it by tor­ 
pedo.” 
Despite the blows to the two 
battleships and the cruiser, the 
spokesman warned today that the 
United States and Britain ‘‘may be 
near the beginning of a new period 
of (surface) raider activity, both 
German and Japanese.” after near­ 
ly a year of no m ercantile losses 
from such craft. 
A special bulletin from Adolf 
H itler's high command 
asserted 
that Nazi U-boats had sunk seven 
ships totaling 52,000 tons from a 
strongly-escorted 
convoy 
in

Meanwhile, small bodies of Amer­ 
ican and Philippine troops were 
reported to be harassing the Japa 
ness in guerrilla fighting in cen 
tral and northern Luzon, scoring 
“considerable success”. 
More than 500 miles to the'soutb, 
on the island of Mindanao, desul 
tory patrol action occurred. The 
Invaders there have been reinforc­ 
ed by a detachm ent of Japanese 
marines.

The toll taken on enemy ship­ 
ping in the Pacific is heartening. 
Army and navy reports disclosed 
th at since Dec. IO a total of 74 
Japanese com batant and non-com­ 
batant 
vessels 
have 
been 
sunk, 
seven more probably sunk and 33 
damaged. 
If losses on such a scale can be 
inflicted on Japan for the rem ain­ 
der of the year, naval officials in­ 
dicated last night, her ultim ate de­ 
feat is assured, because her ship­ 
building resources are not equal 
to 
providing 
the 
necessary 
re­ 
placements and repairs. 
In the Atlantic, however, navy 
statistics testified to the unrelent­ 
ing vigor of the U-boat campaign. 
From Jan. I to Feb. 23 the number 
of subm arine attacks on shipping 
of the United Nations In the west­ 
ern half of the ocean alone was 
114 and 45 of them occurred in 
American coastal waters.

Our Best Chance Of Winning Wars 


Is To Leave Master Minding Up To 


Fellows Bossing Soldiers

xx fOODROW W ILSON was probably the sm artest 
»V of our w ar presidents, though paradoxically 
enough he was reelected as the superlative exponent 
of peace—as the man who “ kept us out of w a r ” 
Once that celebrated campaign plank was a m er* 
splinter and w e were in the war up to o u r necks. 
Wilson displayed good sense by turning th e w a r 
business over to w ar experts right from taw and 
keeping hands off them thereafter. As a result, he 
got great results. 
Jam es Madison was the w ar boss In 1812 and h* 
and his cabinet made a finp muddle of things in the 
early stages. T he country was wholly unprepared for 
war, but an election impended and it is said that 
John C. Calhoun, H enry Clay and others who had 
control in the two branches of congress phenagled 
Madison into a declaration of w ar as a condition of 
his renomination. 
The British im m ediately proceeded to give us a 
thumping. Gen. William Hull tried to Invade C anada 
from Detroit, but soon had to return to th at city and 
surrender. For two years, things w ent from bad to 
worse. In those days, as in all our wars since, a guy 
with th e right political connections could get an 
officer’s commission in the arm y and our fighting 
forces were soon loaded with officers of th a t type. 
As you can well imagine they were not w orth a 
dime a dozen. 
M 
ADISON did get reelected against strong opposi­ 
tion but as the British continued booting our 
soldiers about the landscape his unpopularity becam e * 
very great. Finally they took to weeding out th e in­ 
competents in the arm y and putting real soldiers in 
command. 
They got Winfield Scott and Jak e Brown, who 
had fighting education and experience. The troops 
were drilled and disciplined and managed to win 
the battles of Lundy's I>ane and Chippewa, am ong 
others, to cheer the nation. But even as late at 1814 
our defense system was so i>oor the British raided 
W ashington and 
burned the Capitol 
with 
scant 
opposition. 
The w ar ended in late December of 1814. hut th ey 
had no telegraph or telephone in those days and 
Andy Jackson did not hear of the peace tre a ty in 
time to prevent him giving the British a terrific 
pasting a t New Orleans. We were going great guns 
toward the finish, w hat with the improved troops 
and the work of our tiny navy on the lakes and our 
privateers on th e high seas, though much valuable 
time was lost in preparation. 
Jam es Polk, who wanted land west of Texas for 
Americans, sen t Zachary Taylor across The Neyces 
river to grab it balk in ’40’s. The Mexicans whp 
occupied the land resisted and Taylor heat them In 
the battles of Palo Alto and Resaca De La P alm a and 
chased them across the Rio Grande. Then he went 
on and took the city of Monterey and subsequently 
licked the Mexicans at Buena Vista. 


t xUT in the m eantim e. Polk and his war depart* 
m ent commenced 
master-minding for Taylor, 
who w as no great hand at military science but 
fought in a m an n er th at gained him the title “Old 
Rough-And-Ready.” T he interference irked T aylor 
and he took a blast at the administration in a letter 
th at w as published in the papers. Naturally, Taylor 
was rebuked officially. 
Winfield Scott was put in command of the arm y 
th at later landed at V era Crux and m arched to 
Mexico, D. F. 
Scott ordered Taylor lo send the g reater part of 
his troops to the coast to accompany that expedition. 
Taylor protested against this, bur had to comply and 
with the comparatively small body of soldiers left 
him by Scott to guard northern Mexico, he moved 
south and whipped Santa Anna at Buena Vista, 
though vastly outnumbered. 
The feeling in the United States was th at the 
adm inistration had stripped Taylor of troops because 
of jealousy and he returned home to become presi­ 
dent. having announced his availability for. th at 
office to the W hig party when he felt he was getting 
the good old toss about from Polk in Mexico. As a 
sort of a postscript to this thesis, we think you ought 
to know that in the W ar of 1812. salt was $5 a 
bushel in this country, in la s e you are moved to 
squawk about, current prices.

this year. Every person who pays 
a federal income tax becomes a 
mem ber of the surtax club. 
T hat means hundreds of thou­ 
sands of taxpayers will be sw eat­ 
ing over surtax rate* for the first 
time. It isn’t so difficult as it may 
seem to figure it ©ut, although 
there a re a few steps to watch 
closely if you would avoid paying 
Uncle Sam too much o r too little. 
The surtax la computed before 
the IO percent credit on earned 
income is deducted. T he normal 
tax of 4 percent Is figured after 
the deduction for earned income. 
Here Is a sam ple case: John Q. 
Smith, m arried and two depen­ 
dent children, baa a n et income 
of $4,000. 
(N et Income is 
the 
am ount left a fte r deducting taxes, 
interest, church contributions, etc., 
from gross income.) 
From 
the 
$4,000 
lie deducts 
$1,500 head of family exemption 
and $8410 dependents’ exemptions 
($400 for each child), o r a total of 
$2,300. T hat leaves a surtax in­ 
come of $1,700. The surtax rate 
is 6 percent of th e first $2,000 (or 
any p art of th at amount) of sur­ 
tax Income so his surtax levy Is 
6 percent of $1,700 o r $102. 
Sm ith’s earned Income credit is 
IO percent of $4,000, o r $400, as­ 
sum ing th at his income is for per­ 
sonal services. He deducts the $400 
from his 
$1,700 
surtax 
income 
leaving $1,300 subject to normal 


tax. At 4 percent his normal tax 
is $52. T hat added to the surtax 
of $102 makes a total tax of $154. 
It’s a little more complicated 
lf his income falls in a higher 
surtax bracket, such as $5,000 net 
income. A fter deducting $2,300 for 
head of family and two dependents 
exemptions, his surtax income is 
$2,700. The surtax rate of the first 
$2,000 is 6 percent o r $120. The 
rate on the second $2,000 is 9 
percent. Nine percent of $700 Is 
$63. The total surtax is $183. 
His earned income credit would 
be 
$500. 
That subtracted 
from 
$2,700 would leave a norm al tax­ 
able income of $2,200. Four per­ 
cent of that is $88. His total tax 
would be $183 plus $88. or $271. 
However, if you’re married and 
your annual income is less than 
$2,750 or if you’re m arried and 
your Income is less than $3,500, 
you don’t have to worry about the 
surtax bracket above 6 percent.

More than 71 percent of the in­ 
come for current expenses of the 
E ast Liverpool schools during 1941 
was spent for teachers’ salaries, 
Clerk-Treasurer Em m ett J.

education. 
These figures were gathered in 
connection with the board's study 
of the request of the E ast Liver­ 
pool Teachers’ association for a 
general increase in salaries, sub­ 
m itted about two weeks ago. 
A 
conference between the board and 
a Teachers’ comm ittee will be held 
soon. 
Paid All Except One 
Mr. Gaston reported that the 
schools 
paid 
out $259,969.82 
in 
salaries 
to 
teachers, 
principals 
and supervisors in 1941. This was 
for every teacher on the payroll 
with the exception of one instruct­ 
or in home economics whose sal­ 
ary is paid by the state depart­ 
m ent of education. 
During the same year the in­ 
come of schools for current ex­ 
penses was $361,363.91. This does 
not include money collected far 
the liquidation of bonds and the 
paym ent of interest on bonded in­ 
debtedness of $10,000, which was 
turned over to the board by the 
athletic association as p art pay­ 
ment for the site upon which the 
new auditorium-gymnaslum is be­ 
ing constructed. 
A report for the 10-year period, 
from 1932 through 1941, showed 
teachers’ salaries have increased 
from 
$173,945.10 
to 
$259,969.82. 
During the sam e period the in­ 
come for current expenses jum p­ 
ed from $229,087.92 to $361,663.91. 
T eachers’ 
salaries 
reached 
the 
highest figure in the history of the 
local schools in 1941, but the in­ 
come for the schools was largest 
in 1937, when income amounted to 
$380,497.06.

IN the event of failure to make 
and file an income tax return as 
required by law within the pre­ 
scribed time, a certain percent of 
the amount of the tax Is required 
to he added to the tax unless fail­ 
ure to file the return within th e 
prescribed time is shown to the 
satisfaction of the commissioner 
to be due to reasonable cause end 
not to willful neglecL 
The am ount to be added to the 
tax is 5 percent if the failure is 
for not more than 30 days, with an 
additional 5 percent for each addi­ 
tional 30 days or fraction thereof 
during which failure to file a re­ 
turn continues, not to exceed 25 
percent In the aggregate. 
A taxpayer who files a tardy re­ 
turn abd w ishes to avoid the addi­ 
tion to the tax for delinquency 
m ust make an affirm ative showing 
of all facts, alleged as a reason­ 
able cause for failure to file the 
return on time, in the form of an 
an affidavit which should be a t­ 
tached to the return. 
Alleged ig­ 
norance of the law does not consti­ 
tute reasonable cause for delin­ 
quency. 
Taxpayers should make every ef­ 
fort to file their returns within 
the tim e prescribed by law and 
thus avoid the possibility of the 
additions to the tax for delinquen­ 
cy in filing returns.

This program is in considera­ 
tion for the dependents. Moreover, 
many leaders in our armed forces 
say that m arried men don’t, as a 
rule, m ake as good soldiers as 
single men. Separation from their 
loved ones and constant concern 
about sufficient money for their 
care and protection tend to weak­ 
en m orale in many married sol­ 
diers. 
Restriction Evaded 
Commissioned officers and those 
about to volunteer, or be drafted 
as enlisted men, evade the restric­ 
tions of the arm ed forces, and 
marry. H undreds and hundreds of 
them have been taking wives. 
The big risk in the w idest sense 
to not witih the man-in-uniform 
who m arries but rath er w ith the 
girl who m arries him; 
and the 
consequent hardships might fall 
not only on her taut her parents 
and an unborn child. It seems to 
me it is hardly in the spirit of 
self-sacrifice which his service in 
the armed forces requires that he 
should Insist on a girl m arrying 
him now. 
W hether the girl should choose 
to marry, if tho man is willing, 
would seem to depend on a num­ 
ber of factors such as how- long 
they have gone together and real­ 
ly loved each other, how sure she 
is th a t he Is the man for her, how 
grown tip she is emotionally, how 
self-reliant, and how secure eco­ 
nomically she would be should he 
not return after the war. Though 
the economic perils should be less 
to commissioned officers who mar­ 
ry while in the service o r on enter­ 
ing it. the foregoing factors would 
be similar. 
About the least responsibility a 
m arried service man should shoul­ 
der is to take out the largest pos­ 
sible amount of war risk insur­ 
ance for his wife’s protection. The 
savings he m ust effect each month 
to pay for this will he one way of 
expressing his love and feeling of 
obligation. W hat’s more, such self- 
denials will have character values 
for m ost who choose to make them. 
One thing is certain, m arriage 
after a few months acquaintance, 
hazardous for any couple, is espe­ 
cially to be condemned for actual 
or about-to-be service men. Under 
the excitem ent of w ar tim e, and 
the pull of rom ance with men in 
uniform, 
meet-today-and-marry-to- 
morrow, with all the tragic conse­ 
quences, is painfully prevalent. 
Many girls will defy all warnings 
to the contrary. Yet skillful par­ 
ents who have won and maintained 
their daughter's or son’s confidence 
and esteem can do much at dissua­ 
sion. So also can teachers and 
other adults who have earned tile 
esteem of young people.

The navy made public an eye 
witness account of Bennion's heroic 
death 
by a junior officer who 
reached his battle station beside 
Bennion ju st $fter the battleship 
commander had been hit by a bomb 
splinter. It follows: 
“Ile was lying severely wounded 
and still conscious on the signal 
bridge with the top of his stomach 
laid open. I was th e only officer 
with him, and he was very anxious 
to know how the battle w as pro­ 
ceeding and w hat action our own 
ship had taken. 
Informed Of Battle 
‘‘I kept him informed aa much 
as possible, and then, in the ab­ 
sence of morphine, I attem pted to 
give him ether. 
“I remained with him about a 
half hour and moved him into a 
shelter, 
but 
he 
refused 
to 
be 
moved from 
the bridge or into 
the conning tower for protection. 
“Later a senior officer arrived 
and attem pted to direct hJs re­ 
moval from the bridge, but Capt. 
Bennion again refused and insisted 
upon 
rem aining there. A 
phar­ 
m acist’s m ate arrived to adminis­ 
ter as much first aid as possible. 
Cut Off By Fir# 
"W hen all of us on the bridge 
had been cut off from below by 
fire, it was again suggested to 
the captain 
th at he be 
moved 
from the ship but he refused, and 
it was necessary, because of the 
flames, for the officer! to take him 
up to the navigation bridge, just 
above the flag bridge, where be 
remained until bis mangled body 
was removed later.” 
Bennion’s end was sim ilar to 
that of Capt. Franklin Van Valken* 
burgh of New York who command­ 
ed another battleship In the Pearl 
Harbor attack. Secretary Knox an­ 
nounced th a t new destroyers will 
be named for them.

Two year* ago I Had tome 
myrtle planted on a steep bank. 
To hold the toil until spring and 
until the myrtle took hold, the 
landscaper planted some grata 
seed which of course cannot be 
mowed. 
This grata hat become pretty 
long and I am wondering lf the 
grata should be hand-pulled or of 
the myrtle will kill out the grass. 
Th# myrtle, of course, teems to 
grow much better where the grata 
does not cover It. I would appre­ 
ciate your advlea. 
There are two possibilities in the 
treatment of your bank. The one 
would be to pull out all the grass 
or else try to spade It under. This 
tatter method would increase the 
humus In the soil and if you could 
do it without damaging the myrtle 
it would give better growing condi­ 
tions. 
The other method that might be 
used would be to cut the grass 
fairly short next spring with hand 
shears and then attempt to smother 
it with a mulch of an Inch or more 
of rotted leaves, rotted manure, 
rotted straw, or peat moss. 
With either of these treatments 
should go the application of a com­ 
plete commercial fertlllxer with an 
analysis of 4-12-4 
or something 
similar. I would suggest scattering 
three to four pounds per IOO square 
feet any time during February, 
March, or April.

For several years, the markers 
have been distributed by the sol­ 
diers’ relief commission to the 
various cemeteries of the county 
just before the annual Memorial 
day services, in order that all 
veterans graves might be marked 
for decoration.
